G.S.tt. 120. —The following Proclamation by the President is published for 
general Information: 

Whereas 1, V. V. Giri, President of India, have received a report from the 
Governor of the State of Orissa and after considering the report and other informa¬ 
tion received by me, I am satisfied that a situation has arisen in which the Govern¬ 
ment of that State cannot be carried on In accordance with the provisions of the 
Constitution of India (hereinafter referred to as “the Constitution”); 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by article 356 of the Con¬ 
stitution and of all other powers enabling me in that behalf, I hereby proclaim 
that I— 

(a) assume to myself as President of India all functions of the Govern¬ 

ment of the said State and all powers vested in or exercisable by 
the Governor of that State; 

(b) declare that the powers of the Legislature of the said State shall be 

exercisable by or under the authority of Parliament; and 

(c) make the following incidental and consequential provisions which appear 

to me to be necessary or desirable for giving effect to the objects of 
this Proclamation, namely:— 

(i) in the exercise of the functions and powers assumed to myself by 

virtue of clause (a) of this Proclamation as aforesaid, it shall be 
lawful for me as President of India to act to such extent as 1 think 
fit through the Governor ol the said State; 

(ii) the operation of the following provisions of the Constitution in rela¬ 

tion to that State is hereby suspended, namely;— 

so much of the proviso to article 3 as relates to the reference by the 
President to the Legislature of the State; 

articles 163 and 104; 

so much of clause (3) of article 166 as relates to the allocation among 
the Ministers of the business of the Government of the State; 

articles 167 and 169; 

clause (1) and sub-clause (a) of clause (2) of article 174; articles 175 
to 178 (both Inclusive); clauses (b) and (c) of article 179 and the 
first proviso to that article and articles 180 and 181; 

so much of article 186 as relates to the salaries and allowances of the 
Deputy Speaker of the Legislative Assembly; articles 188, 189, 193, 
194, 195 and 196; article 198; clauses (3) and (4) of article 199; 

jo much of clause (3) of article 202 as relates to the salaries and allow¬
